TREATING AND DISINFECTING BULBS BEFORE PLANTING. No matter from 
whom you buy your bulbs, or what claims they make, or if you plant only bulbs 
of your own growing, D ONOT FAIL to give them a dip in some good disinfecting 
solution. There are many preparations, like Semesan, but we find that the Lysol 
treatment will be among the most desirable to use, and very inexpensive, as you can 
get this at any drug store. Use 4 tablespoons Lysol to 3 gallons of warm water, 
or one pint Lysol to 25 gallons of water, immerse, and soak bulbs six to eight hours. 
They can be planted while still damp. This is a corrective for many possible bulb 
ailments, and is claimed to promote growth. MAKE NEW SOLUTION, after several 
dips. 


SPRAYING GLADIOLUS IN THE GARDEN—If you find it desirable to use a poison 
spray for thrip control, the following is said to be among the best. 1 oz. Tartar 
Emetic (An active poison) about 4% level tea-spoons with 2 oz. of brown sugar, 
add to 3 gal. of water, and apply when foliage is dry, use a sprayer to apply fine * 
spray. 3

WINTER BULB STORAGE—Proper storage conditions are as important as proper 
soil conditions. Your storage should be cool and dry, and bulbs should never be put 
in metal containers. If you do not have wire bottom trays, boxes and baskets, and 
even bags for small lots, may be used, but do not have an over-all depth of bulbs 
of more than four inches, (in northern sections). Try and maintain your bulb 
storage between 40 to 45 F. for January and February, if possible, and by March 
1, you can bring them in. warmer storage, about 70 to 80 F., and just before you 
plant them give them a bath in the Lysol solution (described above).

We use this term to indicate that we grow, 
each year, mainly small bulbs and bulblets, and each season sell 
most of our flowering size bulbs, and by not planting many 
larger sizes, we always have the most vital stock to offer, which 
has not been used for ‘‘cut flower’’ production, as a specialty. 
Our stock is state inspected and certified. Our nursery inspection 
Certificate is No. 2654, STATE OF NEW YORK. Insist on state 
Allen Miller certification of all bulbs you buy. 





WE DO NOT SUBSTITUTE VARIETIES without your permission, we sometimes sub- 
stitute a size, of the same variety you order, a next size larger or smaller; if you do 
not want this done be sure to so state, also if you have a second choice, please indi- 
cate, as after Feb. we are often sold out of some sizes, even varieties. All stock 
we offer is subject to prior sale and all conditions which are beyond our direct 
control, we cannot guarantee crop results, this is beyond our control. If bulbs are 
not satisfactory when received notify us at once, and explain. We can sell you 
disease free bulbs, but if you plant such bulbs in soil that has grown previous 
crops of gladiolus, the chances are that there will be more or less disease in such 
soils, and diseased soils produce disease on clean bulbs planted, so all complaints 
must be sent before you plant bulbs. 


GLADIOLUS COLOR SPORTS—I have had 25 years experience, testing and making 
a study of gladiolus color sports. I don’t know of any other grower, who has given 
this subject more time and attention than I have. When you purchase any variety 
that has originated as a color sport, you must expect to find from time to time 
plants that are IDENTICAL in color of the mother variety from which it is a sport; 

many of our leading commercial glads produce or have produced many color sports. 
We have quite a list of Picardy sports, and this is true because Picardy has been’ 
such-an outstanding commercial glad, perhaps 75% or more of all the thousands of 
acres grown in Florida for cut flowers are Picardy, and these color sports are more 
or less the same as Picardy except coloring. There are but few radical differences 
im other. qualities except the color change; for this reason you must expect that you 
will find IDENTICAL PICARDY plants in bloom, in any variety of Picardy sports, 
Some “Sports” produce more of, the original, some less: I have discarded the sport 


known as ROANOKE, because it became so uncertain that no matter how sure we. - 


were of Roanoke when planted, we would have many IDENTICAL PICARDY in the 
lot at flowering time. .Some sports produce still other color sports, as you will find. 
If you grow much of Wanda, you will find this variety producing many sports that 
are not Wanda or Picardy, but it also—like other Picardy sports—reproduces 
PICARDY.
